Ee haue by our late Proclamation , publiſhed for the apprehenſion of B 


one Anthony Copley, ſignified what griefe it was vnto vs, that any Subiett 
of this Realme,ofhow meane condition ſoeuer, ſhould give vs tuſt tauſe to 
put in vle the power of our Lawes foꝛ any offence againſt vs in matter of 
Loyaltce. And although wee haue no litle comfoꝛt in the experience which 
21 that firſt occaſion gaue vs, of the loue and obediente of the vniuerſall num⸗ 
" berofour Subietts, by Whoſe diligence and care of our perſon the ſaid Cop- 
ley hath bene appꝛehended: Yet hath the ſame bꝛought vs withall, cauſe of further griefe, in that 
by the laid Copleys confeſſion, there is diſcoucred a tonſpiratie ofa great number of others to haue 
made an attempt not only dangerous to our Perlon, but to our whole State: whereof ſome pꝛin⸗ 
cipall Gentlemen of qualitie are already appꝛehended, lome others cannot yet be found by the oꝛ⸗ 
dinary Miniſters of our Juſtice, Wherefoꝛe, we haue thought good to gine knowledge ofthem 
to all our Subiects by open P2oclamatton, not doubting but to finde as good fruits of their loue in 
their diligent enquirie after theſe perſons, as we did of Copley: Requiring and charging all Tieu⸗ 
tenants, deputie Tieutenants, Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and 
all other our Officers and Miniſters whatſocuer, to vle all tare and diligence in the enquiring, 
ſearching foꝛ, and appꝛehending of Sir Griffiz Marbham Knight, and ſuch other perſons, as are 
here in the foote of this Pzoclamation deſcribed. And if they (hall be ſo happie as to finde any of 
them, to ſend them pꝛeſently vp to ſome of our Countell. And though we doubt not but that wee 
ſhall finde good p2oofe of the care of all good Subiects in doing their dueties herein : Yet ſeeing it 
is acaule that docth ſo neerely tonterne not onely our Perſon, but the ſubuerſion of the State of 
dots ataime, Wee tannot but adde this further Charge, Thatit we ſhall perteiue that any ſhall 
vle remiſſenes,nealigence,o2 other omiſſion of their duety in purſuing this our pleaſure, We ſhall 
haue cauſe to iudge other\biſe of them, and to p2oceede otherwiſe with them, then willingly wee 
would haue cauſe to doe with any Subicct ofthis Realme; in whom we muſt acknowledge that 
in generall we haue found as much loue and ducty, as could poſſibly be expꝛeſſed. 


Gluen at our Honour of Hampton tourt the ſixteenth day of July 1603. in the firſt peere of 
our Reigne of England, Fraute, and Ircland, and of Scotland the ſire and thirtieth.
